Longer 
silhouettes--the tunie shape.

SKIRTS: Asymmetrical hems. Gores, layered ruffles. 
BRIDGE SPORTSWEAR Flared, often with gauze.

FASHION TRENDS TROUSERS: Fitted or flared. Flared shorts. Skinny jean 


types with novelty details. 


TOPS: Fitted tanks. Trapeze shape. Smocks with flare. 
Overshirts with fitted hips. Lacey camisoles 
and camisoles with fitted waists. 


YARNS: Linen, silk, tussah, fine gauge and regular, 
viscose or silk crepe, cellophane, cotton. 


FABRICS: Cords, ottomans, failles, leno, or mock lenos, geor- 
gettes with stripings, seersucker twills, ticking, stripe 
cotton duck, black-backed rayon satin crepe, jersey, 
bourette, raw linen - coated. 


PATTERNS: Optics with flocking or embossing, collages of 
oversized geometrics, striped novelties, tonal 
combinations, tone on tone. 
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PARIS: FALL/WINTER 1986/87 


An austere, simplified interpretation of the classics. Designs rely on shapely, 
fluid silhouettes and gentle draping or asymmetrical details for their impact. 
Grey dominated the collections in flannel, charcoal and heathered prints; and 
subtle stripes sparked with black, winter white, and vivid, cardinal red. Also, 
green and russet. Look for more green next year. From mint to a deep forest 
shade. Monotone flare --fuchsia on fuchsia sparked with black. 


THE COLORS: Grey --flannel, heather, charcoal 
clear red, black, navy, russet 
brown --especially chocolate and red brown 
camel and vicuna 
green --evergreen and khaki 
winter white, brights --purple, jade, hot pink 


PRINTS: Checks --window pane, houndstooth, gingham, tartans, stripes 
of all sizes and placements, animal patterns on neutral grounds, 
Hermes abstracts, Prince of Wales & Glen plaids, foulards. 


FABRICS: The knits --double and single jersey, sweater knits, cashmere, 
flannel, gabardine, covert, alpaca, leathers, shearling, fake 
furs, iridescents, quilting, velvet, metallics, lame, moire, 
ottoman, taffeta, corduroy, cloque, and velour. 


SILHOUETTE: Away from the body. Swing, A-line, circle, balloon, fit/flare, 
tent; the waist is the focal point. 


DETAILS: Zippers, buttons, chains, seam emphasis, ruching, wrapping, 
tying, twisting, panels. 


CHANEL...Softer with an easier fit...ribbed dresses over white blouses, long 
twin sets over knit skirts, covert coats over pantsuits, buttoned military 

style full skirted coat dresses, revival of Chanel's ribbon dresses in black 

satin and crepe...for evening, high-waisted dresses with rhinestone embroidery, 
lightweight jerseys with cummerbund crushed waists, fitted torso and tiered 
skirt dresses in antique silver or gold. 


JEAN-PAUL GAULTIER...Fit and flare 7/8 length shapes is the dominant 
silhouette for jackets, coats, duffles. Dresses and tunics over short full 
or pleated skirts...shaped riding jackets, short fencing jackets over skinny 
pants or full skirts and his name or initials printed in Russian on leathers, 
knits and satins. 


KENZO...American West movie version...cowboy hats, tooled leatherbelts , 
fringed leather mixed with rhinestones, floral printed raincoats over tights and 
pullovers, trench coats over matching chenille knit tops and pants. 


KARL LAGERFELD...Long skirts cut full under long jackets or tight and flared 
from the knee...knit suits with belted sweater jackets, long over short silk 
dresses, draped dresses, coat dresses, tartan cape coats and fluid flared ‘ 

3/4 jackets. 


MONTANA. .. Body Sculpting clothes, newest shapes...harem pants, cropped flared 
jackets, wool jersey dresses asymmetrically shirred and gathered at the shoulders, 
slim coats sashed in leather teamed with leather trousers.

YVES ST. LAURENT...Easy fluid shapes, A-line jersey dresses, sometimes 
strapless; redingotes, softly draped overcoats, flyaway 3/4 jackets over 
jersey dresses, plaid suits with belted jackets, calfskin and snakeskin 
coats, jersey sweater dresses, panther printed satin draped dresses and 
evening suits in quilted gold lame with short belted scoop neck jackets. 


UNGARO...Draped dresses with easier more subtle fit 3/4 coats in strong 
pastels over brightly colored suits, shaped coats over long printed skirts, 
knife or side pleated, belted peplum suits, cropped or tunic length 
jackets over tweed skirts, draped tunics, satin draped velvet dresses for 
evening. 


VALENTINO ...Sporty relaxed shapes for day and evening...with blouson 
jackets and sweaters or straight line zip-up jackets and sweaters over grey 
flannel pants...directional...the trapeze tunic, loose long and detailed 
like a jacket, the slim chesterfield coat with beaver shawl collar, plaid 
wool suits for evening, tuxedo suits in jersey with satin trim, knit top 
ball dresses, lean black velvet evening dresses with lace-panel inserts.

The line 
features a wool jersey grouping including coats, 
dresses and sportswear in highly styled sophisti- 
cated silhouettes.
